Hu bert Winston Smith, has re­ 
signed to retu rn to teaching at 
the University of Tex as Law 
School. 
Another defense lawy er, Phil 
Burleson, announced the action 
Tuesday and said he and Joe 
Tonahill will carry on the legal 
battle for Ruby , convicted of 
slay ing Lee Harvey Oswald, ac­ 
cused assassin of President John 
F. Kennedy . 
“ We do not anticip ate any 
new attorney in the case and do

Smith was not p resent Mon­ 
day when Burleson and Tonahill 
conferred with Ju dge Joe Brown 
abou t Ru by ’s mental condition.
